YOUR HOUSEHOLD ACCOUNTS 


DO you keep household accounts? 

They are really a.very good idea, 
for they’ do, doubtless, keep track 
of expenditures in a thorough way. 
However, you should not plan ana 
follow a system of account keeping 
that takeg more time than it is 
worth. . 

Perhaps the best way is to keep 
accounts balanced once a week, Plan 
to pay the ice man and the other 
tradesmen weekly, and then you will 
have no difficulty in striking your 
household balance once-a week. It 
is realy easier to.check up once 
a week than once a month, and 
there is just that much less chance 
of mistake. 

In connection with your account 
keeping, you should have a cash 
book, in your handbag, wherein you 
enter amounts of cash spent for 
household expenses. This is almost 
a@ necessity, as it is practically im- 
possible to remember everything you 
spend. each day unless you write it 
down. , 

Of course there will be come 
bills payable once .a month, but 
you can easily check these up when- 
ever thep fall due, and you will 
doubtless find the once-a-week plan 
of account keeping the best.
